Sets Table 


At Registration 


Increasingly over the last few 
months on Sacramento State’s 
campus, the cry against curricu- 
lum has been ‘‘irrelevance!”’ 
With the coming of fall, a hand- 
ful of students and professors 
will band together to have a go 
at injecting their own definition 
of relevance inte the college 
curriculum. 

The project was first tagged 
“Experimenta! College,’’ but the 
title has been amended to ‘‘Know 
Credit.” ‘nd there will be No 
Official Credit, Students may 
register for the pioneer year of 
the college at regular regis- 
tration today and tomorrow. 

Registration coordinators Jeff 
Hardy and Tneresa — orrigan will 
handle the registration —they’ve 
arranged two ‘‘KC’’ (Know 
Credit) tables. One table will be 
set up outside the gymp to help 
set up outside the gym to help 
students while they await entry 
to regular registration; the KC 
registration table proper will be 
in a room adjoining the Men’s 
Gym, 

Classes for KC will begin on 
October 7, into the third week of 
regular classes, Students will be 
contacted by phone in early 
October regarding times and 
places of the courses, 

Numerous courses will be 
staged off-campus, with most 
classes scheduled either between 
12 noon and 1 p.m., or from 
7 p.m, on. 

Know Credit is set to offer 
a panorama of experimental 
courses, chiefly in the field of 
artistic study or expression. 
They range from ‘‘Science Fic- 
tion as a Vehicle for Art’’ to 
“American Poetry from 1945 
to the Present.’’ 

But there will be courses 
that will study some of the more 
volatile aspects of today’s 
America, Dick Reynolds, cam- 
pus leader of the Black Students’ 
Union, will coordinate a course 
titled, ‘‘The Movement: 1954 to 
the Present,’’ which will trace 
the civil rights movement since 
the monumental Supreme Court 
desegregation decision in 1954. 


And Don Sturtevant will co- 
ordinate a course tagged, 
‘Student Protest and Student 


Power in Higher E-ducation,”’ 

The majority of the courses 
reflect a deep concern with 
things contemporary. 


of the Associated Students here, 
favored sending delegates to 
view and report onthe marchers’ 
situation, but commented he 
thought the $1000 could have 
been allocated in a manner more 


tangible to campus. 
**T can see allocating the $250 


for sending delegates to view 
the situation, and coming back 
with the information for a press 
conference, or something like 
that,’’ said Starks. 

‘‘However, I think the $1,000 
contribution could have been used 
better. sure it’s nice that 
they (the Senate) contributed. But 
I think we could have worked 
at solving such problems by 
encouraging more personal 
exchanges. For instance, we 
could have set up study centers, 
with books, in disadvantaged 
areas such as Del Paso Heights, 
West Sacramento, Oak Park... 
not necessarily locally, mind you, 
but the point is by confronting 
the problem more directly,’ 
Starks added. 

Phil Sugar, an SSC student, 
mirrored Starks’ comments 
somewhat, but viewed it from 
a slightly different slant. 

‘| think that it’s good in 
that the school is broadening 
its scope,”’ said Sugar, ‘‘that 
they’re no longer as introverted, 
that they’re becoming more 
interested in outside affairs. 

“I see it,’’ Sugar continued, 
‘“‘as a conservative-liberal ac- 
tion, It would have been more 
radical, for instance, if they 
had voted the money to the Black 
Panthers of Oakland. 

«1 do think, though, that there 
are a lot of projects in the 
Sacramento area for which the 
money could be a lot more 
useful.’’

On Thursday, May 9, a series 
of two panel discussions was held 
in the Little Theatre, with the 
topic being “The Crisis of Rele- 
vancy in Higher Education.’’ 
Before I direct my attack toward 
Mr. D.E. Moore, professor of 
speech and moderator of the 
second pane!, I would like to call 
attention to the first pane}, 

Mr, Otto Butz, academic vice- 
president, was a member, Mr. 
Butz is continuing to show his 
deep concern for the students. 
He is doing so not by words, but 


by action, He has, with the help 
of such individuals as Mr, Sturte- 
vant, ove ned a continuous 
dialogue with students. 

We, &@s students, must jump 
at the chance to engage Mr, 
Butz in meaningful and very 
practical discussion He will 


act if we as students show him 
we want action! Here is our 
link between the administration 
and ‘‘Relevancy in Education.”’ 

I must go now from one ex- 
treme to the other. To Mr. 
Moore goes the ‘‘degree’’ of 
Irrelevance. Actingas moderator 
of the student-alumni panel, he 
managed to alienate himself and 
therefore the total goal of the 
pane! (meaningful open exchange 
on relevancy) from the student 
audience, 

Mr. Moore seemed tobe more 
concerned with the justification 
of his own relevance, which is 
now in deep question for me, than 
with the discussion of what is 
relevant to us as human beings. 

Mr. Moore used his position 
as moderator to make it known 
that speech (his chosen bag) is 
relevant. 

Well, I doubt if it was really 
in question. But it does seem to 
me that no matter how important 
the subject matter being dis- 
cussed is, its relevancy to us as 
Students or teachers depends 
completely upon the bond between 
the knower and the learner. 

In this way, Mr. Moore showed 
his irrelevance; this is a true 
pity and I am deeply grieved,

“It was the best of times; it was the worst of times,’’ 

Dickens’ description of France during the time of the French 
Revolution still applies — but not to France. Dickens, writing 100 
years ago, accurately summed up the United States of the 1960’s. 

it is ironic that this country, which has a gross national product 
that soars upward at a staggering speed, which is the most affluent 
civilization in history, which has more material goods than any other 
society in history, should also have the ability, and seemingy the 
will and intent, to destroy itself. 

America was born in violence, America used violence to build her 
place as a power in the world, and now, will America also destroy 
herself by that same violence? 

Is it not ironic that in this nation, which enjoys a technical and 
physical superiority over the rest of the world that is almost unmatched 
in history, a man has to take his life into his hands to run for the 
Presidency? 

Is it not ironic that in this nation, when an eloquent man attempts 
to speak out against social injustice —that same injustice which 
America so self-righteously proclaims itself to be above — that that 
man should fall victim to the violence which spawned the injustice. 
The list of men is endless — it is as old as the Declaration of 
Independence. Recently it has grown longer with the addition of 
Medgar Eyers, John Kennedy, Malcom X, Martin Luther King, Jr., 
and now Robert F. Keanedy. 

But when one stops and thinks about it for a minute, it is not so 
terribly ironic. America has always gone againstthe grain, America 
has never done things the way the history books say other civilizations 
do things to be great. But now America is sliding backwards. 

Maybe Kennedy was fated to be struck down, Maybe there is a 
curse over the Kennedy house in Hyannis Port which contains much 
the same prophesy as the curse over Tutankhamen’s tomb in the 
Valley of Kings — ‘‘Death will come on swift wings to all who disturb 
the sleep of the pharoah,’’ 

Maybe. But that seems too easy to believe — that explains some 
of the past events that have happened to the family — Joe’s death as a 
pilot in World War Il, Jack’s murder by an assassin with a high- 
powered rifle in Dallas, Teddy’s close brush with death in a plane 
crash the following year, and now —it was Bobby’s turn. 

Why was Kennedy shot? Well, why were King, Malcom X and JFK 
gunned down? Do the people who commit these incredible acts of 
irrationality really believe that they can change history, that they can 
turn this violence to the good, by reaching out and blindly striking 
down that which they dislike? 

It is easier, and more comforting to the conscience, to accept these 
acts as the uncontrolled impulses of a madman. That act then indicts 
the society which provided the environment for the madman to nurture 
his hate, to foster his irrationality, to gro~ in an atmosphere of per- 
missiveness of all sides, including the right to be irresponsible. 

What is harder to accept is that these acts are the product of a 
conspiracy, The murder of Malcolm X was such a product, and the 
assassinations of John Kennedy and King are suspect. It is hard for 
Americans to believe, accustomed as they are to accepting the 
superiority of our society that such an incredible, unthinkable, 
frightening conspiracy could be carried out, and in so doing, change 
the national flow and with it the course of history. 

But in another sense, it is not hardto believe the conspiracy theory. 
Because if one accepts that theory, it can be written off as the kind of 
thing that has happened before. The thread of conspiracy is tightly 
interwoven in the rope of history — witness the death of Caesar, 
Lincoln, and countless governmental coups and power takeovers. 

The immediate reaction of most people after Robert Kennedy’s 
shooting was ‘‘It can’t have happened,’’ or ‘‘My God, what is going on 
in this country?”” Maybe that last question sums it up the best — no 
one, except God, really knows just what is happening. 

Many reasons have been advanced for the spread of violence — 
reasons which all lead back to the same thing — America is and 
always has been a nation of violence — the Revolutionary War, the 
Civil War, two World Wars which vaulted the United States to the top 
of the world heap, the Korean War and now Vietnam. 

Therein also lies part of the answer — Vietnam. It is so easy to 
lay America’s problems at Vietnam's doorstep — poverty, crime in 
the streets, the racial unrest in the cities, the alienation of the young. 
But it also is very true, Always before, in all of our wars, there has 
been a moralistic peg on which to hang the country’s fears and doubts. 
But there is no such hook in Vietnam. Always before, there was one 
man who represented the enemy, who was the devil incarnate —Kaiser 
Wiihelm, Adolf Hitler, or Kim Ii Sung as he led the North Korean 
invasion of its helpless neighbor to the south. 

But now there is no enemy. There is no one we,can point to and 
say to the people of America — ‘‘There — that mar — he represents 
the enemy. He must be destroyed.’’ The only one the U.S, can point 
to us Ho Chi Minh and many Americans won’t accept that —- Ho is 
revered as a patriot in Asia by the Vietnamese — both North and 
South, 

There is a national sense of guilt about Vietnam. There is a 
national sense of guilt about the starving children in Mississippi and 
Alabama. There is a national sense of guilt, shared by all Americans, 
that this is not, in the words of Voltaire, ‘‘the best of al! possible 
worlds,’’ Americans know it is not and yet with all our technical 
superiority we seem to be unable to change things. It is easier to 
accept Hubert Humphrey’s ‘‘politics of joy’’ thanitis to accept Robert 
Kennedy when he talks of what is wrong. 

And so America, willing to change but unable to move fast enough, 
slowed down by the ponderous weight of the governmental machine, 
turns to the gun and the riots in the street. 

And so, in future history books, Dickens’ words might stand for 
America as they stood for the France of 180 years ago — an epitaph 
in history.

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Editorial 
Nothing Wrong With Jeep Sleep 


The series of events surrounding the Cherie Gordon sleep-in-a- 
jeep case have been most unfortunate. 

Miss Gordon was censured by the physical education department 
recently after a Hornet story about her living in a jeep off-campus 
triggered nationwide publicity. The department, in effect, questioned 
her character as a future teacher, 

The Hornet believes there was nothing fundamentally wrong with 
Miss Gordon’s mode of living — it was the school’s prerogative to 
make her cease showering and cooking in the gym, though. 

But the Hornet asks, if the story had not received such widespread 
publicity —- and indeed the administration must have read the Hornet 
story about Miss Gordon’s living quarters — would they still have 
chided Cherje? 

One cah only imagine the unpublicized situations that exist which, 
if brought to light, would be viewed far worse than sleeping in a jeep, 
and would likely bring down an avalanche of censurings. 

Furthermore, we believe the administration was wrong inassuming 
the publicity Cherie received was ‘‘unfavorable,’’ and ‘‘gave the 
school a bad image.’’ We believe the follow story about the adminis- 
tration was the unfavorable publicity. Assuming results of a recent 
KCRA vote-a-phone last Friday typified public opinion, the majority 
disagreed with the assumption that the original story was unfavorable, 

The administration has said they were unhappy with Cherie’s 
releasing the memorandum to local news media, Miss Gordon did 
not ‘‘release’’ the memo — a Sacramento Union reporter was present 
for another reason when Miss Gordon came into the Hornet office to 
discuss the matter. And even if she had chosen to release the con- 
tents, the administration placed the memorandum into the public 
domain when they released it. 

The Hornet views this whole case as messy and unnecessary, 
The nation’s readers likely read the story, smiled and said, ‘‘well, 
by gosh, there’s a plucky coed,’’ and dismissed it from their minds, 
Some others may hve said, ‘‘The young whippersnapper, living in a 
jeep,”’ and dismissed it from their minds. Whatever the case, the 
Hornet sees no correlation between publicity — even if it was un- 
favorable — and qualifications as a teacher. 

And furthermore, the Hornet views this case as a sympton of 
unpleasant and unnecessary confrontations between students and 
administrators. Heaven knows the gap is reaching the level of 
violence in other colleges in the U.S, It would take just such an 
indiscreet act —- aimed at an issue very sensitive and meaningful 
to students here — to cause such violence to erupt. 

The Hornet is blackmailing no one; we are merely suggesting 
that the administrators, in many cases, just as students, are capable 
of their indiscretions too, Except that the administrators are being 
paid not to be indiscreet. 
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Cherie Replies In Letter 


Editor, The Hornet: 

The recent story appearing in 
the Sacramento Union and the 
Sacramento Bee was printed 
without my consent. A Sacra- 
unento Union reporter was in the 
Hornet office when I walked in 
with the memorandum from Dr. 
Dorothy Mohr, Chairman of 
Physical Education for Women, 
and he quoted the memorandum 
without my awareness. When I 
returned to the Hornet office, 
after leaving to go to another 
appointment, he left with a 
‘thrown together -half truth’’ 
story. 

I called the reporter and 
asked him not to print the story 
until after finals, but he would 
not wait. The newspapers would 
not wait until Tuesday, when I 
was prepared to make a state- 
ment. 

It is my intention, now, to 
make clear what has been made 
vague and incorrect. 


I have not been forced to 
conform by moving into a 
dormitory as the San Francisco 
Chronicle stated. I was invited 
by Gary Quattrin, State House 
Director, to come and live at 
State House, free of charge, for 
the remainder of the semester 
Mr. Quattrin wanted to help me 
out, and | graciously accepted 
his help. 

Some of the newspapers made 
it sound as if I sle my 
jeep out of convenience, as if 
I were on vacation, \nd now 
ail of a sudden | can afford to 
move to a dormitory. The im- 
plication is that I am paying to 
jive in the dormi‘tory. 

Living in my jeep for two 
months was not a publicify stunt, 
bu' a necessity, and the Physica! 
Ediication Department was quite 
aware of my» financial status and 
circ:umstances before the ori- 
ginal story was even printed. I 
had very little money then, and 
now i’m_ broke, I used the 
facilities in the locker room 
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because I was hungry, and some 
days I cooked rice in the first 
aid room. Sometimes my dresses 
needed pressing, so I used the 
iron in the Issue Room, Every- 
thing | owned was in two lockers, 
because there was not enough 
room in one locker. I was 
asked to cease using these 
facilities for the purposes that 
have been mentioned. I immedi- 
ately respected Dr, Mohr’s 
wishes by discontinuing to use 
the facilities, 


From the original story that 
was printed in the Hornet, and 
from the attendant publicity that 
I received from television and 
the newspapers, it has been stated 
that the publicity was in poor 
taste. Dr. Mohr stated that the 
publicity was in poor taste; she 
also stated that my conduct was 
unprofessional, I have received 
letters from all over the United 
States, from servicemen. in 
Thailand and Vietnam, and the 
letters are still coming in. Aljl 
of the letters commend me for 
my determination and perse- 
verance in getting a college 
education, 

I have had doctors, pro- 
fessors, a World War I veteran, 
college students and servicemen 
in Vietnam, Thailand and the 
Pacific seeking information about 
Sacramento State College, 


I do not think that I have 
acted unprofes sionally. The 
Physical Education Department 


is overly concerned with the 
image its majors reflect to the 
public. They consider my men- 
tioning that I was a physical 
education major, and that 1 wore 
my gym clothes while sleeping 
in the jeep, and anything that 


concerned and associated me with

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mental to the ‘‘image’’ they are 
trying to project. They are 
trying to erase the masculine 
appearance from physical edu- 
cation, the appearance that has 
so long been considered the 
typical physical education 
teacher. They are substituting 
a feminine image for this image. 

The department frowns on 
Students who wear pants, or in 
any Way convey a masculine 
appearance; things that are 
usually taken as natural appear - 
ance by others. The Physical 
Education Department is so con- 
scious of whether or not they 
meet the social standards of a 
profession, that the individual 
cannot be herself. She can only 
be a reflection of that profes- 
sional image. 


The memorandum that I re- 
ceived from Dr. Mohr was a 
threat: either I would conform 
to their standards, or else it 
was highly probable that | would 
be unacceptable as a credential 
candidate, I have not conformed 
to those standards because they 
are stifling to an individual's 
expression, 


I am tired of hypocrisy. If 
teachers are going to preach 
democratic ideals, such as free- 
dom of expression, then I am 
going to practice those ideals, 
\nd when they quit preaching, 
ill quit practicing. I am not 
going to sacrifice the truth or 
high principle for so-called 
‘‘professionalism.’’ If we are 
still a democracy, then the truth 
and the individual shall prevail 
in education,

B Student Senate 


s Passes 


Well, it took a while, but the 
new Student Senate finally passed 
next year’s ASSSC budget — a 
financial plan that will spend just 
over $350,000 during the next 
school year. 

After ten days of haggling over 
figures, the final budget passed 
was pretty much what the Board 
of Finance had earlier recom- 
mended Now, pending approval 
by the BOF of the changes the 
Senate made, the budget will go 
into operation for next year. 


Out of eighteen areas the bud- 
get covers, only five were 
changed by the Senate —two had 
their allocations raised, two had 
their allocations cut, and one had 
its estimated revenue raised. 

The cuts affected Cultural 
Programs and Men’s Intra- 
murals, The Cultural Programs 
allocation was reduced from 
$25,000 to $24,000. The reduc- 
tion, as directed by the Senate, 
will not allow the purchase of 
Student art works next year by 
the art department. 


Men’s Intramurals Recom- 
mended $2,800 allocation was 
pared down tc $2,200 when the 
Senate voted to disallow a $600 
request for the hiring of a stu- 
dent assistant, 

The Senate also voted to in- 
crease allocations in two areas, 
,. upping the General Fund from 
_ $6,300 to $7,200, and increasing 
Community Affairs from $3,300 
to $4,000. 

The fifth change came in 
Academic Affairs where the 
estimated revenue was raised 
from $2,000 to $3,500. The 
difference, as worked out ina 
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Budget 


compromise between the Senate 
and Experimental College direc- 
tor Jeff Hardy, will be made up 
next spring by charging all stu- 
dents inthe Experimental College 
50 cents to enroll. 


Those five were the only 
changes the Senate made. The 
total budget came to $351,968, 
including $232,000 allocated from 
the ASSSC and $119,968 in esti- 
mated revenue. Most of the 
money which the ASSSC doled out 
will come from sales of student 
body cards. 

The bulk of the revenue will 
come from the State Hornet — 
$57,000, or almost half the pro- 
jected total. This revenue from 
the Hornet advertisers, along 
with a $30,000 allocation by the 
ASSSC, will make Publications 
the largest program on campus 
with a total figure of $87,000. 

Next largest is Men’s Ath- 
letics with a $68,600 total, 
including a $50,000 allocation 
and $18,000 in revenue. Part of 
that revenue will come from a 
50 cent admission charge for 
ASSSC student body card holders 
to Hornet athletic conte sts, 
specifically football and basket- 
ball games which had previously 
been free for SSC students. 

The Senate also approved a 
list of guidelines which the Board 
of Finance had earlier recom- 
mended regarding the budget. 
Included among these was the 
50 cent admission charge which 
also covered drama and music 
events besides athletics. 

Overail, next year’s budget is 
over $80,000 larger than this 
year’s $270,581 figure.
